Assistant  District  Attorney  BILL  ALEXANDER  contacted  this 
office  by  telephone  this  date,  requesting  information  on  one 
NITA  who  operated  RITA'S  PLACE  at  Lancaster  Rd.  and  Kahn  St.  in 
1955.  AIEXANDER  had  information  that  JACK  RCEY  and  1KB  HARVEY 
OSWALD  were  both  going  to  this  location  in  1955  and  knew  each 
other. 


The  City  Directory  for  the  year  1955  was  checked  and  re- 
vealed that  SUBJECT  operated  this  tavern  at  that  time.  The  cor- 
rect address  as  listed  by  the  1955  City  Directory  was  6222  S. 
Lancaster. 

A check  of  the  Vice  Section  files  reveal  that  SUBJECT 
operated  this  place,  listing  her  husband  as  MARION  E.  HUDGINS# 
who  was  shown  by  the  City  Directory  for  1955  as  being  an  em- 
ployee of  the  Murray  Co.  Vice  files  also  revealed  SUBJECT 
used  the  name  of  ALUE  MAE  HOLKCOME  HUDGINS,  d.o.b.  13  May, 
1903,  and  listed  SUBJECT'S  husband  and  her  address  as  1506 
Carza  St. 

The  City  Directory  of  the  year  1963  reveals  that  SUB- 
JECT, under  the  given  name  of  AT  .LIE,  and  her  husband  MARION 
E.  HUDGINS  are  still  residing  at  1506  Garza.
